Soil drifting has been checked in 
the southern part of the 
where some damage of this kind had 
occurred and late-sown grain is 
verminating much more uniformly 
with the additional moisture in the 
soil. Early crops are now covering 
the ground in many districts and 
will make the best use of the soil 
moisture, Alfalfa on irrigated land 
is reported to be doing exceptionally 
well. Fall wheat and fall rye are in 
head in the south, but the yidld will 
be reduced in a number of districts 
as a result of the dry period. 

In the central and northern  see- 
tions of the Province all crops on 
summerfallow have made — good 
growth, but those on fall and spring 
plowing are somewhat patchy in a 
number of cases. Seeding of coarse 
grains is practically completed with 
the exception of green feed, Follow- 
ing the recent rains additional 
acreage is being seeded to oats and 
barley on land which would, have 
been followed if the dry w@athe: 
had continued, and there is every 
indication that the total acreage in 
crop in the Province will show an 
increase over that of 1927 in spite 
of the small amount of fall plowing 
done. 

Crops in the Peace River district 
have made rapid growth and = are 
showing good promise, An increase 
of from 12 to 15 per cent, in crop 
acreage is reported this year in the 
north, largely owing to the amount 
of new Jand cleared and brought 
sections of the .Peace River, but 
doing considerable damage in some 
under cultivation. Wireworms are 
losses are reported to be no heavier 
on the average than in previous 
years. Tree growth has suffered 
heavily from the attacks of cater- 
pillars in some districts east and 
south of Edmonton. Pastures which 
were in need of rain are showing 
new growth and livestock is yeneral 
ly in good condition.

London, June 11—An Exchange 
Telegraph dispatch from Rome to- 
day said two members of the crew 


{of the dirigible Italia were injured 


when a gondola snapped from its 
beam. 
General Umberto Nobile and 


seven others who were in the cabin 
at the time were thrown to the ice, 
The other members of the crew 
were either inside the bag or in the 
engine cabins at the time. The 
gondola came down on the ice thirty 
kilometres to the cast. 

Both groups were today apparent- 
ly not far from Northeast Land. 
Divided into two groups, the crew 
of the Italia, numbering 18, are 
adrift on ice foes but have sufficient 
provisions for six weeks. 

Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, June 9—

Test Value of Chemical Weed 

Destroyers 

A series of tests to determine the 
value of two chemical preparations 
in the destruction of Canada Thistle, 
Sow Thistle and Quack Grass is be- 
ing conducted at a number of points 
in the province under the direction 
of Field Crops Commissioner W. J.

PATHS DRAWN IN THE AIR 

Radio “beacon” guidance is soon 
to become a reality for long-distance 
flights. That was demonstrated by 
the Southern Cross monoplane trip 
from California to Honolulu. 

True, the plane was guided for 
only about 400 miles by the beacon 
signals, and was flown the rest by 
dead reckoning. But the fact that 
it was guided at all promises a new 
era in ocean flying, Within a year, 
experts believe, they will have pet 
fected the scheme, It will be akin 
to flying in a band of light, thrown 
across the water. Future airplane 
equipment will chart the plane's 
course by this beacon, just as a mir 
ror would reflect light as we know 
it. Moreover, should the plane be 
blown out of its course, and thus 
out of the beacon, the pilot will 
know the error and his chances of 
righting it will be enhanced.
